6. Term of Office 

Subject to the provisions of these rules every member of 
the Board other than an ex-officio member shall hold office for 
a period of two years.

7. Casudi Vacancy. 

A causal vacancy in the office of a member shall be filled

(1) The Central Government shall appoint one of the 
members of the Board or any other person to be 
the Secretary of the Board. 

(2) The Secretary shall be under the general control of 
tlie Board.

(1) Notice of the place and date and time of each

take place urgently.

Alongwith the notice of meeting, referred to in Rule 13, or

15. Quorum
